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QUEEN  CHARLOTTE 


Coronation  medals  appear  quite  often  in  the  collections  of  token 
and  medal  collectors.  They  are  nearer  the  size  of  coins  than  are  the 
inaugural  medals  of  theUNitod  States  which  are  larger  and  heavier, 
British  subjects  seem  to  appear  more  often,  but  sometimes  raonarchs  of 
other  countries  arc  seen,  British  coronation  medals  have  appeared  in 
the  larger  possessions  of  the  British  Empire  as  well  as  the  Mother 
Country,  Canada  coin  reference  books  list  the  coronation  medals  as 
well  as  coins. 

This  particular  modal  though  seems  to  be  from  Croat  Britain 
proper,  is  slightly  larger  than  a  half  dollar,  32mm  and  bronze,  and 
shows  very  little  wear.  The  busts  of  Queon  Charlotte  and  King  Ccorgc 
III  are  facing  each  other,  the  British  croT-m  being  just  above  their 
heads.  Around  the  rim  is  "K,  GEORGS -III  Q.  CHARLOTTE.  CROM'ID  Sp  22 
1761,*'  The  reverse  shows 'the  usual  croT/m,  arms,  and  lions  for  that 
period  with  the  words  around  the  arras  being  "RONY.SOir.QUI.MALY.PENSE” 
and  at  tho  bottom  "DIEU.ET. MON. DROIT.  " 

The  American  Educator  Encyclopedia  of' 191^9  lists  GEORGE  III  (1738 
lo20}  as  King  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  who  succeeded  his  grand- 
athor  George  II  in  I76O,  The  following  year,  the  date  of  this  modal, 
c  married  Princess  Charlotte  Sophia  of  Mecklonburg-Strclitz ,  Tlio 
young  prlncG  was  the  first  of  tho  Georges  to  be  given  an  English  cduc*- 
ation,  and  this  made  him  more  popular  than  his  predecessors ,  The  60 

reign  wore  filled  with  great  historical  events  such  as 
.  ^  ^ ilkes  controversy,  the  American  Revolution,  the  Eronch  Revolution 
the  Napoleonic  Mars  which  followed,  and  the  Irish  Rebellion  of  1798. 
n  lol?^  his  mind  broke  doxm,  and  from  then  until  his  death  in  1820  his 
son  Goorge  IV  governed  as  regent. 

Queen  Charlotte  shares  this  medal  with  King  George  III,  and  share 
he  parenthood  of  Goorge  IV  who  was  horn  in  I762,  Only  the  King  is 
shoT^m  on  the  coins  of  the  realm.

research  of  a  certain  token.  The  question  asked  --what  is  the  oddest 
(most  peculiar  or  unu.sal)  GOOD  FOR  token?

The  other  day  while' helping  my  wife  shop  for  groceries,  I  noticed 
that  Kotex  is  nox-j  marketed  by  Kimberly-Clark  Corporation  in  Noenah, 
Wisconsin  5i4- 956,  A  letter  to  that  firm  brought  a  gracious  reply  and  r 
14.2-pago  hard-cover  book  on  the  history  of  that  company,  namely,  "Four 
Men  and  a  Machine,"  x-j'hich  was  witten  to  acknowledge  the  firm^s  75th 
anniversary  in  19l|.7. 

Prom  the  book  I  learned  that  Cellucotton  began  as  Kimberly-Clark’ 
trademarked  name  for  the  fluffy  paper  wadding  product  which  has  better 
absorbent  qualities  than  cotton.  The  new  cellulose  wadding  line  was 
destined  to  grow  into  dozens  of  items  with  such’ famous  trademarked 
names  as  Kimpak,  Kimsul,  Kleenex,  I^tex,  Delsey,  and  Sanek. 

Kotex  was  the  first  wadding  product  trademarked  and  marketed  for 
retail  sale  to  consumers.  ,The  idea  for  this  product  grew  from  a  war¬ 
time  use  of  absorbent  wadding  devised  by  Ari^y  nurses.  The  product  was 
by  1920  standards  quite  foreign  to  the  general  sales  approach  of  an 
old-line  paper  manufacturer.  Cellucotton  Products  Company  was  formed 
to  handle  it.  The  trademarks  and  merchandising  of  most  craped  X'\raddin: 
consumer  items  were  in  1927  turned  over  to  International  Cellucotton 
Products  Company,  following  a  distribution  of  its  stock  to  Kimberly- 
Clark  shareholders , 

International  Cellucotton  Products  Company  x-^as  merged  with  Kim¬ 
berly-Clark  Corporation  in  1955* 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  token  could  be  included  in  ^Jlsconsln 
state  collections,  and  in  wood  or  lumber  collections,"

lYjice  more  in  the  descriptions 'is  the  word  Greenbuck,  Having  Just  come 
across  a  nice  piece  in' a  trade,  and  in  looking  at. it  closely,  there  was 
bhe  name  Gre'enduck.  Suddenly,’  the  light  dawned,  and  it  all  made  sense, 
riany  times  we  have  seen’ the  green  duck  as  the  .trademark,  especially  on 
the  backs  of  political  buttons,  and  it  is  a  Chicago,  company,  and  the 
Century  of  Progress  was  in  Chicago  too.  So  a  natural  mistake  from  only 
a  microscopic  word,  and  only  1  letter  was  in  error.

THESE  CAME  TO  LIGHT 

Whenever  coins  or  numismatic  items  are  handled,  or  collections 
are  viewed,  or  someone  wishes  to  dispose  of  odds  and  ends,  an  odd 
piece  or  two,,  or  a  sleeper,  or  a  maverick,  x^rill  often  turn  up.  The 
more  one  studies  such  an  item,  the  more  he  is  plagued  to  search  for 
information,  and  the  more  questions  are  asked.  Here  are  some,  with  bite 
of  inforjmt io2i,  and  with,  no  information  -  only  questions: 
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Very  similar  to  th.e  TO  HANOVER,  tokens ,  brass  22mm  with  the  portrait 
of  Queen  Victoria,  is  this  token  which  is  undated  either  side  and  says, 
instead  of  To  Hanover,  BY  TRAMPLING- ON  LIBERTY  I  LOST  THE  REINS.  The 
usual  galloping  horse  is  on  reverse,  heading  east,  but  instead  of  a 
dragon  heading  east  is  this  lion  heading  west  apparently  attacking  the 
horse.  The  rider,  instead  of  his  upright  short  spear,  has  a  long  spear 
thrusted  toward  the  lion.  Is  this  just  another  spielmark  or  counter? 

In  a  cash  box  in' a  Mich  town  bank  f^r  years,  just  disposed  of  with 
coins  and  paper  money,  were  5  little  tokens,  CanH  recall  the  fifth  one, 
but  two  were  nice  brass  Indiana  good-fors:  GOOD  POR/FXVE/IN  TRADE//JOE 
KjiDISON/BLOOillNGTON ,  IND,  with  two  cutouts,  a  star  and  a  halfmoon.  The 
other  one  has  no  cutout  but  says  EiiMONS/&/CHEKCVi/LTH/RICHMOND/IND//G/P 
IN  TRADE.  Both  are  22mm,  A  third  one,  nickel  22mm' with  a  tiny  center 
hole,  G/P/5//IN' TRjIDE,  is  a  numbered  token,-  The  3303  on  rev  is  listed 
in  the  new  article  in  TAMS  JOURNAL  of  Aug  76,  The  fourthj,  a  tiny  l6mm 
brass  looued  religious  modal,  SAINT  TERESA/OP  THE  CHILD  JESUS  has  on  the 
rev  I  WILL  SPEND  m  HEA^/EN  DOING  GOOD  UPON  EARTH. 

A  Mich  centennial  piece  from  Harbor  Springs  Mich  exchanged  hands 
this  fall  for  h?3*50.  A  quick  glance  recalls  it  to  be  about  half  dollar 
size,  dated  a  few  years  ago,  light  colored  bronze,  Indian  on  obverse. 

Does  anyone  have  more  info  from  an  actual  piece,  or  from  a  listing? 

A  memo  of  5  years  ago  on  a  slip  of  paper  told  of  a  brass  good-for 
maverick  seen  in  Grand  Rapids  at  a  private  home,  with  the  name  on  it  of 
P,  G,  CLAYTON,  This  summer  at  the  Howell  Melon  Festival  street  fair  your 
editor  noticed  on  one  table  a  keychain  tag  with  P*  G,  CLAYTON/ CLOTHIER/ 
DETROIT.  The  early  metal  tag  was  gone  when  he  went  back  to  get  it.  Does 
anyone  know  of  this  firm? 

Does  *’D,P,S,  CO./DETROIT”  ring  a  bell?  These  two  metal  ovals  with 
that  info  are  apparently  employee  badges.  The  very  early  flat  brass  has 
the  letters  stanped  in,  and  the  low  badge  number  of  23*  The  later  one, 
same  size  of  an  elongated  half  dollar,  is  more  of  a  thick  shell,  in 
nickel,  with  raised  letters  and  the  badge  number  of  1319*  Could  this  be 
from  a  city-related  company' such  as  Dept  of  Public  Service,  or  ?? 

"^That  is  this?  No  loop,  no  weldmarks,  just  a  very  nice  l8mm  bronze 
nnifacG  “coin”  with  a  large  Maltese  Cross  in  the  inner  circle.  Around 
the  rim  is  KiaGHTS  OF  ST.  JOHN  &  PLiLTa/dIEU  IE  VSUT. 

G.U.O.  of  O.P,  are  the  large  letters  on' a  convention  badge#  The 
design  of  three  chain  links  encircling  P  L  T,  and  the  0,P,,  tell  us  it 
is  from  the  Oddfellows  Lodge,  but  what ’  does  G.U,0,? 

Howard  Hughes  flight  around 'the  world  —  was  it  in  1937  ov  1938? 
William  J  Johnson  #4ll-6  says  193^^  nnd  Chester  Clarkes  19^9  encyclopedia'

schooXhouse,  On  the  roof  is  printed  THE/NATION^S  HOPE/STAND  BY  IT/ONE 
3GHOOL/ONE  LAW/ONE  FLAG,  Ig  this  a  political,  or  a  cause,  maybe  Willkie?
